A strong censorship was clamp- 


ed down this afternoon on Italian 
newspapers. They were told not 
to publish any correspondence of 
their own from the Italian colony 
of Eritrea and Somaliland and 
that they likewise were to print 
nothing from Ethiopia. 
Instead, they are permitted only 


to publish what they get from 
the government press bureau al- 
though they can print comments 
on the situation from the foreign 
press. 


ROME, Feb. 11— (Ft—Italy call- 


ed one-quarter million men to the 
colors today and started thous- 
ands of soldiers off to Africa as 
fresh hostilities were reported on 
the frontier between Italian Som- 
iland and Ethiopia.

A New Jersey State policeman 


identified a photograph he said 
r-e made on March 8, 1932, of the 
famed "Rail 16" a part of the 
kidnap ladder, and which showed 
four nail holes.' This was to re- 
but an expert for the defense 
who said there was only one nail 
hole in the rail when he examin- 
ed it on March 13, 1932. The 
state had charged the four nail 
holes proved the rail was ripped 
from the flooring of Hauptmann's 
altic. 
Harold S. Belts of the United 


States forestry service testified he 
saw four nail holes when he ex- 
amined the rail on May 23, 1932.

and 40 injured last night 
tvhen an East Texas torna- 
do wrecked a tenant com- 
munity on the Murray farm, 
15'miles west of Grapeland. 
Thirty-one tenant 
houses 
were 


razed. 
At Nineveh, in Leon county. 15 


other negro tenants were hurt and 
a number of tenant houses were 
wrecked. One ranch was damag- 
ed badly and the Storey and Dar- 
sey commissary was destroyed. 
Twelve Groveton residents 
re- 


ceived slight injuries when the vio- 
lent winds, accompanied by heavy 
rain, hit that community. 
Reports indicated that a num- 


ber of the negroes injured on the 
Murray farm might die. 
Widespread damage occurred in 
the counties of Leon. Trinity and 
Houston and extended north to 
Marshall, where two airplanes at 
the airport were destroyed by a 
funnel-shaped cloud which dipped 
into their hangar. 
In the Reynard community of 
Houston county, the Beasley cot- 
ton gin was ruined, along with the 
Beasley & Smith store. The loss 
ran into thousands of dollars.

was rebutting several points made 
by the defense in relation to the 
removal of a 
floorboard 
from 


Hauptmann's attic. 
The state, which • had already 


offered rebuttal to impeach the 
testimony of two of Hauptmann's 
alibi witnesses, attacked another 
through Leo Singer. 
Louis Kiss testified for the de- 


fense that he delivered a .bottle 
of rum to Singer on. the night of 
March 1, 1932—the kidnap night— 
and saw Hauptmann 
when 
he 


dropped into a bakery for cof- 
fee. Singer said Kiss delivered the 
rum towards the end of March. 


Mrs. Morrow's maid committed 


suicide just before she was to be 
questioned for the fourth time in 
connection with the kidnap in- 
vestigation. 


Defense Threw Suspicions 


Tha defense used two witness- 


es who said they saw her or saw 
a woman resembling her on the 
kidnap night, March 1, 1932. One 
said she carried a gray blanket 
and was near a Yonkers, N. Y., 
Eerry early in the evening—before 
the time of the crime—and an- 
other said he saw a woman re- 
sembling her carrying 
a 
baby 


wrapped in a blanket and being 
assisted onto a street car by a 
man who resembled the late sa- 
dor Fisch. This incident was al- 
leged to have taken place later, 
in the early hours of the 
net 


morning. 
Bornmann's rebuttal 
testimony 


attacked the opinion of a defense 
witness who qualified as an ex- 
pert and said that an attic floor 
board in evidence showed no tool 
marks which should 
have been 


present if the board was ripped 
from its joists. 
The trooper said he pulled the 


board up with his bare hands. He 
also identified nails taken from 
it and they were put Into evidence. 
The defense expect had said he 
believed the nails never had been 
used. 
Koehler Called Again 


Arthur J. Koehler, federal wood 


expert, followed Bornmann.- He 
was considered the stale's star 
witness in its case in chief, for 
he testified it was his positive 
opinion that a left-hand upright 
of the Lindbergh kidnap ladder 
was ripped from the flooring of 
Hauptmann's attic in the Bronx; 
also that the plane marks on the 
ladder had been made by Haupt- 
mann's own plane. 


The defense attacked the plane 
evidence with a demonstration to 
show that nicks in a blade left 
different marks when the plane 
was held at 
a different 
angle. 


Koehler's rebuttal to this was that 
the marks, though closer or fath- 


er apart according to the angle 
of the plane, were still tell-tale. 


He directly disputed one of the 


defense experts who brought to 
court two pieces of wood, and said 
they were 
of 
different origin 


though 
their 
grains 
matched. 


Koehler said they were of the 
same piece. The object of the de- 
fense had been to show that the 
matching of the ladder rail with 
the attio floorboard could be coin- 
cident, and not necessarily in- 
criminating. 


Opposite Views 


One of the points made for the 
defense by two practical lumber 
men was that "the attic board 
could not be a part of the ladder 
rail because it had more knots 
than the rail. Both said it was a 
butt board, from the base of the 
tree, and that the rail was a top 
board, from the top of the tree. 


Koehler said the opposite. The 
attic board, 
he 
testified, was 


above the rail in the tree. 


Koehler said he examined the 


ladder rail in 1933, before Haupt- 
mann's arrest, and saw in it the 
four nail holes which he said jib- 
ed with nail h'oles in lhe joists of 
Hauplmann's attic. Dr. E. M. Hud- 
son, 
a New York physician who 


testified for 
the 
defense, said 


there was only one nail hole in 
the piece when he examined it. 


Th federal wood man said he 


not \>nly observed the nail holes 
but made a diagram of them. 
Pope Directs Cross-Examination 
Frederick A. Pope of defense 


counsel directed his cross-exam- 
ination toward 
an 
atlempt 
to 


weaken 
Koehler's 
calculations. 


The questioning became a duel 


with calipers for weapons. Both 
attorney and .witness drew out 
each his own pair and 
began 


splitting 
inches 
into the 
ten- 
thousandths. Jurors and spectators 
listened open-mouthed to the bat- 
tle as calipers slipped over wood 
for fine measurements. 
Pope charged 
Koehler's whole 


premise about the plane marks 
failed since he had not establish- 
ed the dimensions of tho solids 
of the ridges on the ladder and 
the dimension of the nicks on the 
plane blade. 
'"I can measure the distance be- 


tween houses in a block without 
measuring the size of the houses," 
the expert retorted.

Pope's objection • that Koehler

Angle Changes Marks. 


A. The marks were

was held at an angle, the marks 
were closer together. 


Q. Does that interfere with the 


identiflcalion of the plane marks 
themselves? 


A. No, it does not. 
Wilenlz produced the two short 


boards used by the defense to 
show similarities m wood of al- 
legedly different origin. 


"These two boards," Koehler de- 


clared, "were once in the same 
piece for a number of reasons." 


Charles J. De Bisschop, lumber- 


man of Waterbury, Conn., for the 
defense testified the boards were 
not from the-same piece.

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Gross Income, Net Income, And 


Surtax Net Income 
Three of the terms used In the 


income-tax law, namely, "gross In- 
come," "net income," and "surtax 
liet income," should be noted par- 
ticularly, Inasmuch as they are 
vitally important to the whole 
subject of the Income tax. 


Gross income includes In gen- 


eral all income from any source 
whatever, unless exempt from tax 
by law. The gross income of the 
usual business consists 
of 
the 


gross profits on sales, plus any 
income from investments and in- 
cidental or outside operations qr 
sources. The return must 
show 


the gross sales, purchases, 
and 


cost of goods sold. To reflect In- 
come correctly, 
inventories 
are 


necessary at the beginning and 
end of each taxable year. 


A lawyer, doctor, architect, phy- 


sician, dentist, clergyman, author, 
or other professional man 
must 


Include In gross income all fees, 
salaries, and compensation of any 
kind for professional 
services. 


Net income upon which the' tax 


lu assessed is gross income less 
the deductions allowed by law. 


Such deductions include 
busi- 


ness and .professional 
expenses, 


such as salaries, pensions, and 
bonuses to employees, taxes, losses, 
interest paid, bad debts, deprecia- 
tion, depletion, .contributions, etc. 
Failure to understand deductions 
against gross income and credits 
against net Income has resulted 
in numerous errors on the part of 
taxpayers. 
— 


The Revenue Act of 1934 pro- 
vides for an earned Income credit 
in addition to the personal ex- 
emption and credit for depend- 
ents, etc., for the purpose of com- 
puting the normal tax. Having 
arrived at the net income, the 
next step is to deduct the personal 
exemption and credit for depend- 
ents. The balance represents the 
"surtax net income.' 
The next 


step is to deduct from such bal- 
ance the earned income credit and 
other credits to which the tax- 
payer is entitled. The remainder 
represents the amount of net in- 
come subject to the normal tax 
of 4 per cent. Any amount of 
"surtax net inco;.. V which Is in 
excess of $4,000 is subject to the 
surtax. The surtax is to be com- 
puted In accordance 
with 
the 


rates provided for in the various 
so-called surtax brackets,

Deductions For Business Expenses 


Deductions 
for 
business 
ex- 


penses from a large item in the 
return 
of many taxpayers and 


must have certain qualities to be 
allowed. Such deduction must be 
for an expenditure in connection 
with the maintenance and oper- 
ation of the taxpayer's business 
op business properties; it must 
be an ordinary expense and it 
must be a nScessary expense. In 
insisting upon the latter quali- 
fications, the Bureau of Internal 
Revenue is upheld by the Board 
of Tax Appeals and the courts. 
Ordinary and necessary expenses 
are only those which are usual 
and essential In the case of simi- 
lar taxpayers, "and do not in- 
clude extraordinary and nonessen- 
tial expenses." 


Typical business expenses of a 


mercantile 
establishment 
are 


amounts paid for advertising, hire 
of clerks and 
other employees, 


rent, light, heat, water, stationery, 
stamps, telephone, property insur- 
ance, and delivery expenses. 


The expenses of a manufactur- 


ing business include labor, sup- 
plies, repairs, light 
and 
heat, 


power, 
selling cost, administra- 


tion, and other similar charges. 


The farmers may deduct 
all 


amounts paid in the production, 
harvesting 
,and 
marketing 
of 


crops, 
including labor, 
cost of 


seed and fertilizer used, cost of 
minor repairs to farm buildings 
(other than his 
dwelling,) 
and 


small tools used up In the course 
of a year or two. A taxpayer 
may conduct more than one busi- 
ness and claim the business de- 
ductions of each.

Expense* 


A professional man 
may de- 


duct all necessary expenses in- 
curred in the pursuit of his pro- 
fession. 
These include the cost 


of supplies used in his practice, 
office rent, cost of light, water, 
fuel, and telephone in his office, 
the hire of office assistants, and 
expenses paid in the operation 
and 
repair 
of 
an automobile, 


based upon the 
proportion 
of 


time it is used in making pro- 
fessional calls or for other pro- 
fessional purposes. 


Many physicians use their resi- 


dences both as their offices and 
their homes. In such Instance the 
physician may deduct as a busi- 
ness expense tl»e rental value of 


the room* occupies for office pur- 


poses if he actually pays rent, 
and also the cost of light and 
heat furnished these rooms. Also, 
he may deduct a portion of the 
wages 
paid 
domestic servants 


whose time is partly occupied in 
caring for these rooms. Mem- 
bership dues in professional so- 
cieties are deductible. Physicians 
and dentists who keep in their 
waiting rooms current magazines 
and newspapers for the benefit 
of their patients may deduct this 
item as a business expense. The 
cost of professional journals for 
the taxpayer's own use is also 
a deductible item. 


The cost of technical books Is 


not a deductible item, being a 
capital 
expenditure, but a pro- 


portionate amount for each year's 
depreciation of the books may be I 
deducted. Depreciation may also ' 
be taken on office furniture and 
equipment. 
Insurance premiums 


on 
office 
or other professional 


equipment and liability insurance 
may "be deducted. Automobile lia- j 
biltty insurance may be deduct- 
ed on!y when the automobile is 
used wholly in pursuit of the tax- 
payer's profession, and the cost 
of the entire upkeep may legiti- 
mately be claimed as a profes- 
sional expense,

CONTROLLLING FLOODS 


As reports from the flood- 


ed area of the Lower Mis- 
sissippi Valley continue to 
show conditions of large 
loss of life and 
property 


and widespread suffering, 
the question whether floods 
can be controlled once more 
attains an uppermost posi- 
tion.

led, now would seem to be 
the time to prove it. The 
government is undertaking 
a huge program of work re- 
lief. Flood control along the 
Lower Mississippi has been 
proposed for a place in this 
program.

doubtless will be approved. 
But how will it be carried 
out? The government has 
been spending money for 
generations 
to 
keep •' the 


Father of Waters within 
bounds. Under Mr. Hoover's 
administration 
a compre- 


hensive program of spill- 
ways and other engineer- 
ing devices to care for flood 
waters was undertaken. But 
this year's flood again has 
spread death and destruc- 
tion. 


One feels all the more 


strongly that flood control 
is a proper objective for a 
work relief administration 
to seek because, if attained, 
its usefulness could not be 
questioned. Much work of 
no usefulness or at least of 
doubtful 
usefulness h a s 


been carried on under direct 
relief programs, first 
the 


CWA and then the FERA. 
This is not said so much 
in criticism as in the hope 
that the work relief expen- 
ditures will be more wisely 
made. For the administra- 
tion .to have avoided faults, 
even grievous faults, in the 
beginning of its venture at 
caring for the unemployed, 
would have been for the ad- 
ministration to achieve the 
impossible. 


If the discipline of, say, 


the CCC* camps were ap- 
plied to work on flood con- 
trol, doubtless flood control 
as well as the work relief 
program would get some- 
where. 


TEACHING DEMOCRACY. 


In' a recent public ad- 


dress 
Senator 
Borah ex- 


pressed sympathy w i t h 
"those who are watchful 
for the spread of commu- 
nism and fascism" in this 
country. Then he added a 
wise warning against the 
use of "communist or fas- 
cist 
methods 
in 
dealing 


with them." Too many peo- 
ple, 
public officials 
and 


private citizens alike, for- 
get that intolerance, sup- 
pression and violence are 
not good American prac- 
tices. . When 
we 
employ 


them against any individual 
or group or opinion, we be- 
tray t r u e Americanism 
without cheeking the thing 
we dislike. 


"The best way to deal 


with either (communism or 
fascism)," Borah says, "is 
to educate our youth and 
young people thoroughly in 
Americanism." 


It is true. 
Our democ- 


racy is based on high ideals 
and principles. If we teach 
our 
young people 
what 


these are and how impor- 
tant is their preservation, 
there will be" little danger 
of their turning to com- 
munism or fascism to cure 
economic or social ills.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 8. 


VP) — Ambassador Joswhus 
Daniels was accused today 
by Representative Connery 
(D-Mass) of "co-operating 
with tyrants of Mexico to 
enslave the Mexican peo- 
ple."

which exist in that country at 
this time."

Mexico, he charged, has violat- 


ed an agreement by which the 
United States in the Wilson ad- 
ministration, recognized the Mex- 
ican government with a specific 
reservation that all Mexicans be 
granted freedom of worship. 
"It is the duty of congress, the

Connery declared, "to notify the 
Mexican government 
that 
they 


having violated the agreement • 
we on our part, to be consistent, 
are forced to

recognition and to withdraw from 
that country any representatives 
we may have there."

feared his strict pardon policy, 
Allred stated he would grant clem- 
ency on merit. 


He warned however that con- 


victs who made contingent con- 
tracts would not obtain clemen- 
cy. 
He advised them to apply 


directly to the board of pardons. 


Allred cited the case of Frank 


Bracken, serving 
99 years 
for 


murder" in Cooko county. Corre- 
spondence showed Bracken placed 
$500 in escrow November 20 for 
payment to a lawyer upon re- 
ceipt of a commutation to five 
years, but ten days later agreed 
to accept a ten year commuta- 
tion.

Ferguson the convict received a 
receipt, for $200 for full payment 
to the lawyer.

If Senator George W. Norris 


and others hadn't decided that the 
constitution ought to be modern- 
ized in a certain respect, the first 
half-term would have run until 
March 4, three -weeks hence. 


But the Norris amendment, be- 


sides abolishing "lame duck" ses- 
sions of congress, changed 
tho 


presidential 
inauguration 
date 


from March 4 to Jan. 20. Thus 
this half term has been the short- 
est in the country's history. 


Despite the three weeks lopped 


off It, however, it has been long 
enough lor a lot of things to hap- 
pen. Long enough, too, to see a 
transition from ,a crisis period In 
which moves proposed by the ex- 
ecutive were approved by congress 
in rapid-fire fashion to a time 
of more leisurely debate. 


As the second half-term starts, 
portions of the new deal aro un- 
dergoing tests in two crucibles. 
Gold clause abrogation, a vital 


part of the administration's mone- 
tary policy, is awaiting a verdict 
by the supreme court. 
Soon NRA 


and .other experiments will have 
their turn. 
Just now, also, the President's 


54,880,000,000 work and relief bill 
is the object of a struggle in con- 
gress, with critics 
seeking 
to 
make changes. 


Whatever the outcome, these de- 
velopments served to emphasize 
the unprecedented freedom 
the 


Chief 
Executive 
enjoyed 
during 
the first two years in office—the 
most eventful years in American 
peace-time history. 


Historians probably never will 


cease to marvel at that "hundred 
day congress" which, amoni? oth- 
er things, passed an emergency 
program designed to 
strengthen 


the collapsed banking structure, 
cut down government 
expenses, 


provide relief on a new, vast 
scale, grant authority to re-mike 
teh monetary structure and to set 
a preceden-shatering NRA and 
AAA and PWA and TVA. 


Nor at the session that met tha 


next January to broaden the Pre1!- 
. ident's monetary 
power, provide 


loans to industry, decide to regu- 
late the stock exchanges, compel 
reduction of 'cotton and tobacco 
production, give the executive au- 
thority to make reciprocal tat iff 
agreements and set up a housing 
administration.

TOPEKA. Feb. 11.—(ff) 


—Maj. Charles A. Shepard, 
U. S. retired today was ac- 
quitted by a jury of the 
charge that he murdered 
his second wife, Zenana, 37, 
by poison at Fort Biley, 
Kas., June 15, 1929. 
The jury was brought Into the 
court room at 8:55 a. m.. but the 
verdict was not handed in for 25 
"judge Colin Neblett 
did 
not 
reach the court room from nls ho- 
tel until 9:15, during which inter- 
val both jury and spectators fid- 
geted nervously in their seats. 
"The verdict Is right and just," 


ghepard said. 
Shepard, now 63 and married to 
a third wife, was convicted once 
of poisoning Mrs. Zenana Shepard 
but the supreme court of the Unit- 
ed States set the verdict aside on 
a showing of prejudicial testimony 
near the trial's close. 
Mrs. Shepard was 37 when she 
died after a lingering and myster- 
ious Illness which puzzled all pby- 
slclans in tho armv post at Fort 
Reilly. 
Shepard, in his defense, 
set forth that she was a despond- 
ent drunkard who often threaten- 
ed suicide. 
Fell In l>»ve With Girl. 
Government testimony sought to 
prove that Shepard, who had gone 
to San Antonio, Texas, to take a 
flight surgeon's course In the fall 
of 1928, there met and fell In love 
with Miss Grace Brandon, then 
23, and that he poisoned his wife 
In order to be free to marry her. 
They pledged their troth, the gov- 
ernment claimed, around Thanks- 
giving of 1928, although Shepard 
contended that Is was not until 
nearly a year later. 
Miss Brandon, who surrendered 
Shepard's letters and gifts to the 
prosecution, was a witness against 
her'erstwhile lover at both his
